Health Program of Jefferson County (Ky.) Schools 


By Marcuerrite G. 
Director, Child Health Education Service, Louisville, Ky. 


In January, 1923, a county-wide 
program of health education was be- 
gun in Jefferson County under the 
endorsement of the county Board of 
Education. It was financed and di- 
rected by the Louisville Tuberculosis 
Association, and it owes its steady 
growth and development largely to 
the active support of the Board of 
Education and the superintendent. 
The latter at the beginning of the 
work wrote each teacher, authorizing 
her to set aside a definite time each 
day to health teaching, thus placing 
it on equal footing with other studies. 

A brief description of Jefferson 
County may be of interest. The 
county is approximately 25 miles 
wide and 30 miles long, with an area 
of 377 square miles. The population 
of 50,000 is largely rural though, of 
course, quite a number of families 
have members who work in Louis- 
ville. Exclusive of the city of Louis- 
ville there are fifty-eight white and 
thirteen colored public elementary 
schools, with approximately 6,000 en- 
rolled pupils. 

The program was begun on a very 
simple basis. The Modern Health 
Crusade chore card was used, and the 
teachers were asked to begin with 
only a few of the rules. The choice 
of rules was left to the teachers who 
knew best the needs of their pupils 
and the limitations of home condi- 
tions. Nothing more elaborate was 
attempted during this term. _ 

With this as an introduction a more 
comprehensive program was adopted, 
which has been followed each year. 
This program has been kept flexible 
‘and modified to meet the special class- 
room problems of individual teachers 
and schools. There has been an in- 


creasing consciousness on the part of 


the home and school of the value of 
health teaching. With this has come 
closer co-operation and a more com- 
plete development of the program. 


The Program 


In the first three grades the chil- 
dren are interested through wall 
posters, blackboard races between 
milk and coffee, fresh fruit and 
candy, sand-table projects,- health 
booklets made from pictures and clip- 
pings from magazines. The teacher 
selects two or three of the most fun- 
damental health rules for daily prac- 
tice and report. No permanent rec- 
ord is kept in these three grades. 

Beginning with the fourth grade, 
each child is given a three-months’ 
chore card containing the eleven 
health rules. Daily marking of these 
cards by the children is done under 
the supervision of the teacher. The 
honor system is used as the basis for 
the correct marking. The teacher, 
however, is expected to refuse to ac- 
cept a poorly kept health rule just as 
she does a poorly done arithmetic les- 
son. The honesty of the child is to 
be assumed. ‘The error usually lies 


in his lack of understanding of the’ 


standard set for him. 

A monthly report of the class aver- 
age on the performance of the health 
rules is kept. This record serves two 
purposes, one to show the rate of im- 
provement, the other to give the 
standing of the school in the health 
contest. The period given to inspec- 
tion and marking of the health cards 
is the only time given especially to 
the health program, except in the two 
grades where hygiene is studied with 
Emerson and Betz as a text. 

The Board of Education has given 
space on the regular monthly report 
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cards for three phases of the health 
work. In the curriculum and in an- 
other column the monthly weight of 
the child is recorded. On the back 
of the report is printed the Wood- 
Baldwin age-height-weight table, so 
that the parent may see for himself 
just what his child should weigh. 


Prize Awards 

As a device for maintaining interest 
the contest method is used. So far 
the school idea has been kept upper- 
most and prizes awarded to schools 
and not to individual pupils. There 
are two annual contests. One is 
based on the following points: 

1, Percentage of children having 
physical defects corrected. 

2. Percentage of school in average 
performance of health rules. 

3. Percentage of underweight chil- 
dren brought to normal. 

The first prize, a silver trophy, be- 
comes the permanent possession of 
any school winning it three times. 
The second and third prizes are in 
money, which must be used for play- 
ground, lunchroom or other health 
equipment. 

The other is a poster contest, with 
three prizes in money, with the same 
restrictions as above in regard to their 
use. The posters must be made by 
the children but may be a class effort. 
Originality in presentation, neatness 
and simplicity are the determinants 
in awarding the prizes. The ilustra- 
tions may be original drawings or 
cut-outs from magazines. 

This year a Blue Ribbon Health 
Day is to be held on May Day. Blue 
ribbons will be awarded those chil- 
dren who are: 

1. Mentally normal (that is, men- 
tally capable of attaining average 
grade of G). 

2. Free of physical defects. 

3. Co-operative in the perform- 
ance of the health rules.

4. Satisfactory in attitude and be- 
havior in the school environment. 

The above outline covers the main 
points in the program which defi- 
nitely affect the class-room work. 


Special Nutrition Classes 

In 1923 and 1924 special classes in 
nutrition for undernourished children 
were carried on in ten of the schools. 
Individual charts were made which 
showed in a graphic way the improve- 
ment of the child as defects were cor- 
rected and proper health habits 
formed. ‘These charts served most 
effectively in arousing interest in the 
health work in talks before Parent- 
Teacher groups. After 1924 these 
classes were discontinued, as they had 
served their purpose as a demonstra- 
tion. Interest had been aroused, and 
it was felt the effort required for spe- 
cial classes could be better expended 
in emphasizing nutrition in the reg- 
ular program, reaching both the 
normal and the underweight child. 

The Parent-Teacher Associations 
have been a constant source of help- 
fulness in supporting the school pro- 
gram. Scales have been bought, 
school lunch rooms equipped or ar- 
rangements made for serving milk 
where lunch rooms were not practica- 
ble, lunch room menus revised to con- 
form to the health teaching, window 
ventilators, shades and screens pur- 
chased, playgrounds equipped, and 
many other concrete aids to the pro- 
gram have been secured through the 
Parent-Teacher Associations. ‘They 
are most valuable, however, as the 
means through which relations with 
the home are established. 

The interest of the community as 
a whole has been secured in several 
ways. The county banks, for exam- 
ple, give the money for the five cash 
prizes awarded in the contests, the 
county newspaper publishes articles, 
and exhibits are held at the county 
and state fairs. Neighborhood cele- 
brations are attended, so that the 
parent worried about her child has an 
opportunity to talk to “the health 
teacher” and discuss the problems of 
the individual child. These personal 
contacts have been of decided value in 
making the health program real to the 
community.

Child Management*

WHY DO CHILDREN DISOBEY? 


Whether children are obedient or dis- 
obedient is to a great extent dependent 
on the standards and requirements of 
mothers and fathers. 


While Tommy is deeply engrossed in 
play with his toys or in a new book the 
carelessly shouted orders of his mother, 
busy with her dish washing, may pass 
unheeded, such commands having become 
so familiar that he has developed the 
same negative adaptation to them as the 
stenographer develops toward the ham- 
mering of typewriters in a busy office. He 
may have heard the command and appre- 
ciated’ what was wanted, but experience 
may have taught him that a command ig- 
nored by him is one forgotten by his 
mother—so why should he worry? 

There may, however, be some doubt in 
his mind what to expect, for on one day 
mother allows her unheeded request to 
drop unnoticed, while on the next she may 
take time from her work to administer 
swift and sure punishment. Inconsistency 
in discipline keeps the child in a most up- 
set state of mind, and soon his response to 
any request comes to depend on his in- 
terest in his immediate occupation and his 
willingness to take a chance. 

It may be that Tommy is capitalizing 
his disobedience. Often he has heard 
mother say, after coaxing and pleading a 
while, “Now, if you eat your dinner like 
a nice boy, you may have some candy,” or, 
“If you stop making so much noise, you 
may have a penny.” If Tommy has 
learned that such offers follow a lack of 
response to the first request, it is only 
natural he should wait until they are 
made before complying. By holding out, 
he may obtain greater material gain and 
also far more attention-and interest. It is 
something to be distinguished, if only as 
the “despair” of the family. 

Threats of action by policemen, “bogy 
men,” and doctors are a most unfortunate 
method to use in obtaining obedience. 
Either they cause hampering, fear, and 
timidity, or else at an early age the child 
comes to realize that they are idle and 
meaningless and turns them to his imme- 
diate advantage. Tommy may learn to 
play up fear of doctors, for instance, so 
that by an outburst of yelling and kicking 
he may avoid having his teeth cared for 
or his eyes examined,

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The Need for a County 
Tuberculosis Specialist 


The anti-tuberculosis campaign 
that is being waged by county and 
state organizations would be of even 
greater value if further expert medi- 
cal service were made available. In 
counties of less than 100,000 popula- 
tion the shortage of tuberculosis spe- 
cialists is most apparent, because 
the more densely populated districts 
usually support one or more physi- 
cians whose chief work is known to 
be in the field of tuberculosis. The 
smaller districts do not, as a rule, 
support tuberculosis specialists. 

With appreciation of the need for 
specialists in smaller communities, the 
following suggestion is offered: 

There are often a small number of 
general practitioners whose profes- 
sional activities in clinics and else- 
where would indicate that they are 
especially interested in tuberculosis 
work. The names of such physicians 
may be secured by the executive secre- 
tary on request to the secretary of the 
County Medical Society. To these 
physicians a proposal might be ad- 
dressed to the effect that they them- 
selves and the local tuberculosis 
association would be benefited mutu- 
ally in a plan whereby the physician 
would receive intensive instruction in 
the diagnosis and treatment of tuber- 
culosis, and the community, in turn, 
would receive more skilled aid in the 
attack against the local tuberculosis 
problem. 

The summer courses at Saranac 
Lake and at Colorado Springs have 
been especially designed to meet the 
requirements of the general practi- 
tioner for detailed and intensive in- 
struction in the medical aspects of 
tuberculosis. A designated physician 
from a county where there is no spe- 
cialist can enroll for either course, 
sponsored by the county tuberculosis 
association. He will receive instruc- 
tion over a period of six weeks in an 
institution offering most exceptional 
opportunity for study and observation 
of the tuberculosis problem. 

The Trudeau School course is of- 
fered by the Edward L. Trudeau 
Foundation for Research and Teach- 
ing in Tuberculosis, at Saranac Lake, 
N. Y., and is held from May 17 
to June 26, 1926. The Colorado 


School of Tuberculosis, c/o Dr. Ger- 
ald B. Webb, at Colorado Springs, 
Colo., opens about June 1, for a six 
weeks’ course. The fee for either 
course is $100. Each school has a 
limited number of free scholarships 
available. The enrolment is limited 


to 25. 


A Vermont Health Game 


Here is a sort of game with Health 
Crusade chores that can be played by 
the children who are too young to 
attempt to fill out a whole Health 
Chore Record. 

Write on separate slips of paper 
each of the health chores. The lan- 
guage may be made more simple if 
desired and additional chores may be 
added as for example: (a) Before 
I crossed the street I looked care- 
fully both ways for automobiles. (b) 
I picked up and put away all my play- 
things before I went to bed. 

Have as many slips as there are 
children in your room and neatly fold 
each slip or seal it in an envelope. 

Then at some convenient place in 
the school room have a post office 
where each child has a “box.” A box 
may be a definite place on table or 
chalk rack. Just before the children 
go home “the postmaster” shall put a 
letter in each child’s “box.” When 
the children get their mail whatever 
health chore each child received is 
for him to take home and to do until 
the next time the game is played. 

In this.way before the year is over 
the children will have done all the 
chores. We know from experience 
the idea of getting a letter and the 
curiosity to know what is in it will 
make the game attractive to the 
youngsters.

State Associations Make 
Further Advance in Sched-

That further improvement is being 
made in methods for conducting the 
seal sale is indicated by earlier prepa- 
ration on the part of many state asso- 
ciations in developing working plans 
for the campaign.

York during the latter part of March 
and reviewed more than one hundred 
and fifty items of work and assisted 
each other in developing schedules to 
allocate this work to the remaining 
months of the year.
